truft a Subject with fuch Offices as his Natural 
and Acquired Abilities rendered him ft for? 
Doth Hittory ftigmatize Auguftus tor the Regard 
he paid to Maecenas and dgrippa? Or doth not 
Hiftory furnifh many Examples where Fation, 
after pulling off the Bark, have proceeded to 
wound the Tree ? Ir is the Privilege of Englib 
Suabjeéts to demand Redref§ of Grievances trom 
the Legiflature ; but I take Leave to fay, that 
it is no Privilege of Englijb Subj-cts, much lefs 
of a Part, a very final] Part of them, to cavil at 
the Difpofal of Publick Offices, while the Affairs 
of the Publick are in a flourifhing Condirion, of 
which the Legiflature is the only Judge —— But 
this Paper begins to grow too long, and there- 
fore I fhall here put an End to it; fince if it 
were double this Length, I fhould be obliged 
to break off abruptly on a Subject fo copicus as 
the Beflings derived from his Majefty’s Govern- 
ment, how thanklefs foever thofe who merit 
them leeft may be for them.

The following is an Extract of fome remark- 
able Particulars in an original Letter from Con- 
frantirople, dated the 24th of December laft, that 
came by the way of Venice. 

‘ The Vizier Abdallah was fCarce arrived 
* here but he was depofed, either on Account 
* of the Milcartiage at Oczakow, or for his 
* having feiz'd 6 Millions of Piafters, which 
* were found in his Coffers. He was banifhed 
* to Salonica, and the Kaimacan is preferr’d in 
* his lead, who is a proud impetuous Man, 
* without any military Expericnce, but enter- 
* prifing, and a Friend to the Bafhaw of Bof- 
* nia, whofe Credit is ftill very great. The 
* new Vizier’s Boldnefs, and the Fault he found 
* with the Conduét of his Predeceffor, have 
* raifed him to his Poft; bur he is fo little 
* beloved by the other Minifters, that it may 
* be forefeen thar his Heels will foon be tripp'd 
‘up. He affeéts to be zealous for continuing 
* the War, but ‘ris very well known after all, 
* that he is as defirous of Peace, as moft of the 
* other Minifters are. He fhews an uncommon 
* Confidence in the Ambaffador of France. 

* The Bathaw Bownevat is returned from 
* the Army, and is to ferve next Campaign 
* along with Prince Ragotski on the Side of 
* Hungary ; but he endeavours to fhift off that 
* Command, becaufe he had much rather ferve 
‘in Bofnia, ugder the Bafhaw of that Pro- 
* vince, who is his good Friend. 

* "Tis given out here, that the Ambaffador 
* of the Porte has been well received at I/pahan, 
* and that he flays there for the Return of 
* Kouli Kan from Candahar, to put the laft Hand 
* tothe Treaty of Peace, and to engage him to 
* take Arms againft the Chriftian Princes : But 
* we have other Advices more to be depended 


* on, which fay, that Ambaffador is no better’ 


* than: a Prifoner ; that Kouli Kan does not

Affair is not made publick; but ‘tis almoft ge- 
nerally reported, that it will foon turn out in 
his Favour. 

The Imperial Court having received Advice, 
that the Inhabitants ef Imperial Croatia begin 
again to be very tumultuous, and refule to con- 
form to fome late Regulations made for the good 
Order and Tranquillity of the Province, have 
fent for the Count d'Efterhafi, who is the Ban 
or Governor General of that Country, to let him 
know, that if the Croats don’t return to their 
Durty of their oan Accord, the Emperor will be 
obliged to treat them with le{s Indulgence than 
he bas done hitherto: And “tis aétualiy believ'd 
that if a Calm be not fpeedily rcftored in that 
Ceuntry, the Court will fend Troops thither to 
reduce the Mutineers by Force of Arms, and 
to punifh the Kirgleaders with exemplary Se- 
verity. 

The following Article will ferve as a Supp'e- 
ment to cur Advices from Vienna, 

Vienna, March 8 N.S. C unt Seckendorff 
has been again perfonai’ xamiaed three times 
this Week by the Comn ‘oners, who are now 
to make their Report co the Council of War, and 
that Council will make another to the Empercr, 
with their Advice upon that Affair, which will 
then be decided by his Imperial Majefty.
